Liebknecht 
ShotyReport, 
Rings True 



Karl Liebknecht ihot; Rom Luxcra- 
barf shot; Soclilists of Gcrmaoy 
in rtvoltl This it the buiden of the 
week** tidings that have managed to 
pierce the tnroud of secrecy that en- 
velops Germany. 

It is charged that Lieblcnecht and 
Luxemburg were both murdered as 
the result of direct orders from the 
kaiser. Tht revolt of the SocialisU 
came as an inevitable sequel and may 
yet develop into a social revolution 
that will hurl the kaiser and the im- 
perial family out of Germany forevar. 
RlBga Too Thm. 

There are some who still question 
the truth of these reports. The Yolks- 
sdtung, the powerful German Social* 
ist daily of New York City, declares: 
"The report rings too true: it bears 
the sUmp of truth on its forehead." 

The report of the assassination of 
Liebknecht and Luxemburg enmc to 
the Daily Citizen, London. It de» 
elated thnt it liad learned from relUble 
authoi-itytthat Liebknecht. Germany's 
famed anti-miHtarist, had been shot 
for refusing to do military service. 

The Daily Citizen said the story 
bad bettt brought to London by a 
German reiugee, who reported that 
Berlin, owing to the shortage of food, 
was in a virtual state of revolution. 

Dr. Liebknecht was an officer of the 
reserves and was called up for service. 
He refused to respond, on conscien- 
tious grounds, whereupon, according 
to the story, a detachment of soldiers 
was sent to his residence. He was 
Uken to the military barracks and 
court martialed. After a short trial 
he was convicted and shot by a pla- 
toon of infantrymen. 

Loxanbnrg Shot, Too. 

It is also reported that Rosa Lux- 
emburg, the noted Socialist writer, 
who declared soldiers were maltreated 
in th« army, had been shot. 

Dr. Karl Liebknecht was born in 
1871, and since his entry into politics 
as a Socialist had been one of tht 
foremost members o( the p>rty. He 
was an nncpmpromising anti-militarist, 
and in ISOTwas sentenced tp eighteen 
months' imprisonment for high trea* 
son. tht charge growing out of a pam- 
phlet he wrote at'^cking mtlitarism. 

It was Liebknecht who last year in 
the Reichstag charged that the Krupp 
C<^mpany, manufacturers of arms and 
armaments, through an a^ent. bribed 
army and navy officials in order to 
obtain an insight into official 
documents. 

He also charged that the Krupps 
caused articles to he printed in France 
advocating an increase in the French 
army in order to bring about a war- 
like spirit in Germany. 

Chargtfl Brooght Convictions. 

Air the officers accused by Lieb- 
knecht were convicted by court mar 
tial and given light sentences. 

Last June Liebknecht created an- 
other sensation in the Reichstag when 
he charged that trafficking in titles 
on a commission basis was carried 
on in Prussia, and that ceruin titles 
had been granted for money con- 
sideration. 

Only a few days after this repoft 
was published by the London Daily 
atizen. a dispatch received by the 
London Central News from. Roma 
said: "Fugitives arriving here from 
Berlin declare that the Socialists are

In an effort to learn something 
further concerning this tragedy Na- 
tional Secretary Walter Lanfersiek 
telegraphed William Jennings Bryan, 
secretary of state, at Wasbtntfton, as 
follows: 

"Please secure official information 
through the American embassy at 
Berlin concerning the rumored exe- 
cution of Karl Liebknecht. Rosa Lux- 
emburg and other German Social- 
ists." No reply has as yet been re- 
ceived. 

The American Socialist publishes in 
its editorial column this week the 
views expressed in an editorial in the 
Volksieitung on this new martyrdom 
of European Socialists.

America is already bcgiouing to 
hear from the efforts of iu big busi- 
ness interests to capture the markets 
of the warring European nations. The 
war threat of Japan against Germany, 
which also threatens to involve the 
United States, is nothing more than 
the answer of Great Briuin and 
France to the greed of American 
money seeking to capture their 
markets. It is the repiv of these Eu- 
ropean nations working through their 
Japanese ally. 

if the United States goes to war with 
Japan, and this will involve it in the 
European slaughter, it will be because 
American capital sought to profit by 
the helplessness of the nations of 
Kurope. 

Danger of involving the United 
States in the pan- European war looms 
big with the threatening ultimatum 
issued by the Japanese government 
to the German kaiser. 

Although President Wilson pro- 
fesses to be satisfied with the pleogcs 
given the United Sutes by Japan in 
connection with the ultimatum served 
on Germany, it is known that the po- 
tentialities of menace to American in- 
terests in the Orient are causing the 
adniinistrstiun' grave apprehension. 

Adding fuel to the already smolder* 
ing flame is a resolution introduced 
in Congress by Representative Brit- 
ten of Chicago directing Secretary of 
State Bryan to protest against the an- 
nounced intention of Japan to take 
over the German leased territory oi 
Kiau-t.'han, China. 

Japan's cautious regard fur the 
United States was manifested both in 
the contents of the ultimatum regard- 
' iuK the return of Kiau-Chau to China 
and in the assurances given Ambas- 
sador Guthrie that the island empire 
had no territorial ambitions and in 
tends to proceed with the utmost re- 
: gard for .\merican interests in the 
far east. 

Military authontiea smile cynically 
I over these Ja|iaiiese efforts to lull 
: American anxiety concerninu the 

plans of the latest nation lo join the 

world war. 

'I'hc cunipletioii oi the i'anama 
it anal, these authorities say, explains 

Japan's caution. The United States 
. IS now in a oosition to pass its entire 
I navy throuKh the canal and concen- 
itrat it in the Pacific. If the United 

States succeeds in keeping out of the 

conflict it may he because of this 

fact. 

That a clash with Japan over the 
I commerce between tne Philippines 
I and Kiau-Chau and other German 
possessions in the Orient may ma- 
terialise is indicated by the Japanese 
demand that Philippine shipments to 
Tsing Tao cease at once. 

This demand is regarded at Wash- 
ington as extraordinary. It is con- 
tended by authorities on international 
law that this demand is not jusfiried 
so lon^ as Japan has not declared 
war on (rt-rinany or even formally 
announced that a state of war exista.

In tha gloom of the hour, forward-looking paopla iaavitably try 
to discern whatever of good may coma out of tha atrife and 
tumult, and hope may even faaten upon anything that promiaes 
to put an and to war. 

Soctoliam, whether regarded aa a theory, or an orgtnised 
movement, or a atata of mind, never looked more attractive thai, 
now. Conaidered merely aa aa ided, it haa tha inaatimable tem- 
porary advanuge of being able to prove liayoBd anv possible 
controversy the cataclysmic capacitv of tha asladnglorder for 
upsetting the civilised world. Could anything ba worse? And 
the queation may not confidently be anawarad at thia point in 
the unfolding of a atupendooa caustropha. If Soctoliam in any 
form could be dapanded upon te Inanra mankind against such a 
prodigiooa backdida into aavagery aa one beholda at the canter 
of western civUtoation, the caaa would be inatantlv doaad and 
milliona of mind* t^ould be noada up that have hitherto seen in 
Socidism nothhtg oat tha parfaetioiUat aspiratioaa of vidonaries. 

But, in regard to war, Soctoliam to pldalv on the right track, 
whether or not It could ever be radtoad fully In tha industrial 
organtoatiooa of aodety. At two pointa it atfikea heavily at the 
foaadadoaa of tha world'a adlitarlam. Pirat, it ambodiaa the 
priadpto of iatarnatlonaltoni aa oppoeed to nadonaliam, and the 
princ^to of tawnaa aolidarity aa oppoaad to race hatrad. Thia 
war to a frifhtfal Jaaibto of aadond rivalriaa aad Jaaloodaa, and 



of racial conflicts end animositieir— so much so that by aei«cting 
in turn some particular factor for spactol emphasis one may 
plaudbly justify the warlike course of each of the eight nations 
St this moment pursuing the business of organised murder. 

The higher Socialism means, in the tost analysis, the brother- 
hood of man : but it begins by wiping out nstionslities and creat- 
ing a political federation of the states that may be brought within 
the sphere of its influence. Socidism would create in Europe 
one great state having no aggressively imw«tiaiistic ar militarist 
basis, and thus it would obliterate those bitter nationalistic pas. 
sions which hsve been responsible for so many wars periodically 
drenching the continent's soil with-Jiuntan blood. 

"Slav against Teuton," "Latin against Anglo-Saaon,' "Csu- 
casian against Mongolian," "white against black." all the catch, 
word coinage of the fierce race conflicta of the.world. find in 
Socialism a consistent foe. This "Slav peril" which forms the 
staple excuse of the Austro>(}erraan alltonce in precipitati^ the 
present war. ahrivels to nothing under Socialism's analysis, for 
sre not Slava human and have they not built up a civilisstion 
and have they not produced great men and women who have 
enriched the world'a cdture? 

Socialism strikes its aacond heavy blow at modern war by 
recognising tha complete equality of women with men in regu* 
lating tha affaire of dviltoed society. What did woman have to 
1 I 



do with making this wsr? Absolutely nothing. Comparatively 
speaking, woman's influence has been negligible, because fighting 
Europe has been dominated by that fighting animal, the male of 
the species. The primitive passion for war U masculine; war haa 
ever been man's "game"; and men are the incontestable creatora 
of the whole machinery and apparatua of scientific warfare. 
Women, according to war-Iord pnilosophy. are made by the Al- 
mighty simply to bear sons in a fine plenty to be butchered on 
the battlerield. Women todav throughout Europe are toiling 
in the hsrvests vhich were left unreaped when the storm burst 
and the sons and brothers and husbands were hurried away from 
their homes at the war lord's sununons. 

If there are 20,000,000 soldiers from the Atlsntic coaat of 
France to the Ural Mountains, there are twice that number of 
women left desolate, perhaps impoverished, always in agony of 
spirit over the dreadful possibilities of the crash of arms. Surely, 
a world in which women exercised their legitimate influence upon 
affairs of state, as the natural conservators of the race, would 
make short work of war. 

Militarism for tha moment is dominant in tha world, but it 
may be counted upon to bleed itaelf white in this titanic frenav 
of conflicting nationdiat, ractol and autocratic ambitiona. A 
momentous reaction will follow, and no one need be in doubt 
aa to ita ehasacter aad traad 
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«nd why America it groveling in 
puvcrty. 

Even the enemie* of Soclalitm now 
chMt in choru* that the European 
war wai inaugurated to itop Social* 
ism and then admit that itt only rr 
■uH will be the battening of (be So< 
cialiet era.

WALL STREET 18 AGAIN 
ROBBING SMALL INVESTORS 

On the eve of the passage of the 
wiUon trust bills, the Wall street 
interests, taking advantage of the 
Huropean war which has closed the 
stock exchange, are quietly buying 
up stocks and bonds in order to 
strengthen and consolidate their con 
trol o: capiul and credit. Informs- 
tion of this underground movement 
has reached Washington through 
undeniably responsible channels. 

'While discouraging the reopening 
of the stock exchanges, and thereby 
depreciating the value of stocks held 
by small investors, the big powers in 
Wall etreet are understood to be buy- 
ing up at private sales blocks of se- 
curities which will give them control 
of strategic points of the big indus- 
trial corporations which have thus 
far held out against them. 

Only when their campaign of pri- 
vate purc'nase or control has been 
completed will these bankers allow 
the exchange to be reopened. The 
exchange will not be reopened till 
the masters of capital snail have 
sucked the juice out of the war and 
have secured so strong a hold that 
the Wilson anti-trust bills, always a 
joke, will be seen to be utterly rioicu- 
lous. 

Meanwhile, of course, the small fnr 
of inveitors and business men will 
be still further reduced to dependence 
on the big chaps.

"Brbel protested with all his might 
against tnc annexation of Alsace* 
Lorraine. He refused to be blinded 
by the claim that those two provinces 
were German territory two ccntnrico 
before. He knew that in his day Al* 
sace-Larraine was French in spirit 
and sentiment; and he denounced 
their forcible Germanisatioif as a 
crime. He saw in this action a source 
of tiiiending international hatred and 
suspicion, and in the event has proved 
him right. 

"If Germany had left French terri* 
lory intact at the end of the war, she 
could have made a friend of France 
in 1871 almost .is easily as Prussia 
made a friend of Austria in 1866. 
With a friendly ncighljor on the west, 
not even the "blue-hlack bloc" rould 
have found excuses for keeping up 
the militaristic race that has bur- 
dened a continent with debt, and now 
bids fair to aoak it in blood. 

"CM resentments would have died' 
out. German liberalism would have 
raised its head oner more, the kaiser 
today might have a little power in the 
fatherland as George V. has in Eng- 
land. And if the German people 
could have made their wishes felt, 
even indirectly, in the present crisis, 
there would have been no war. 

"Time has proved .August Bebel a 
seer and a patrioV— a patriot who had 
the courage to tell his country un- 

Sopular truths in its hour of triumph, 
[owever this war ends. Germany 
should not be stow to thonor the 
countryman whose wise counsels 
would have saved them so much 
in blood and treasure."
